Asa resillt, Amer- 
icans are now a nation of freaks and 
computer junkies, while Russians have yet to 
land beyond Earth or abacus.

ARIS — Is the French market for antiquities 
about to revive after years of slumber? Several 
indications suggest that things are moving in this 
direction. 

In the past. French interest in the art of Greece and 
Rome was very strong indeed. Under Louis XIV, some 
French connoisseurs ppear to have been far ahead of 
the rest of Europe in their appreciation of early Greek 
sculpture. While most of the Western world was inter-

ested in the art of Rome or. at best, in its Greek models 
of che fifth and fourth century B. C.. a collector whose 
name has not been recorded brought back to Lyons, in 
eastern France. the only archaic Koros torso from the 
Acropolis group to be seen outside Greece.
